Heportes were read this morning on the
five Noldn of work for which the bonrd will
provida individunl superintendents and ex-
coutive eommitiees ot this session,  They
are riral, oity, frontlar, church extensioh
and evangelistic work,

A warning against  rural eoanditions (s
contiined In the report on rural worle It
declared that prosperity has been mo  uni-
versal ax to caouse the farmer (o becone in-
creaningly inteliigent.,  Influentinl and
wenlthy, and “it o feared that in many
casen he i wilso Inereasingly worldly sl
sinful” The roport spoke of the grent work
to boe done in thin direction, and of the
“startling  morsl  conditiona™ prevalent.
"Congregutions are dwindling, churches ura
being closed, and the peopla are loft with-
out the yveotroint and inspieation of re-
liglon,” the report adds Hundreds of
thousandna that have strayed away from the
church  In the rurnl districts must be
hrought back to the fold, along with many
new mombere.

Dealing with the work to be done In the
Department of Oty Work, the report ndded
that much wan to he done owing to tha
tide of Immigration that was changing life
and replacing old American blood. “Fover-
ty and waalth alike," the report read, “im-
peril us in our attompt o congquer the cltios'
wwganized  melfishness, heartions Inquities
and  Chrintless  commerclalism.”
